It was the greatest privilege of my life to be an 
International Visitor, in the year 1983.1 have wonderful 
memories about the people I met then, about their warmest 
hospitality and generosity. The program was extremely 
varied, offering me the opportunity to attend outstanding 
events. In a so short article, it is difficult to write about it 
all. The purpose of the program that took me there as 
established by the US Congress, was “to increase mutual 
understanding between the people of the United States 
and the people of other countries by means of educational 
and cultural exchange;...and thus to assist in the 
development of friendly, sympathetic and peaceful 
relations between the United States and the other 
countries of the world". 

So, I remember with much emotion attending a 
session of the United State House of Representatives, 
visiting, and offering my compositions to, the Library of 
Congress, giving an interview for the Voice of America and 
an interview at the John F. Kennedy Center for Performing 
Arts, the famous festival at Tanglewood, meeting with the 
Cleveland Press (Cleveland Plain Dealer, where I also 
had an interview), the Oberlin School of Music, the finest 
summer music camp in Interlochen, Michigan. In 
California, I had the opportunity to attend classes at 
Stanford University, at the Center for Computer Research 
in Music and Accoustics, to have a conference at the 
Conservatory from San Francisco and Berkeley University, 
the privilege to know personally the famous composer 
William Kraft, and also Charles Boon, and to visit the 
UCLA. Afterwards, in Texas, the experience was not so 
much music, but a visit at Southfork, an aircraft plant, a 
meeting with the critics of Dallas Morning News, with the 
very important composer Donald Erb.

This 35-day visit influenced my life and has conti¬ 
nued to do so.

The International Visitor Leadership Program on Combating International Crime was a highly valuable 
experience for me, both professionnally and personally.

The most important thing when you participate in a program like this is (besides the way Americans treat their 
own history and respect their own heroes) the professionalism of the people working for both the public and the private 
sectors, which makes you better understand how it was possible for the United States to go that far in such short time.

Ms. Alexandra is, in my estimation, one of the pre-eminent Romanian 
composers. I became acquainted with her scores in 1982 when I judged the 
composition contest of the Radio e Televisions Svizzera in Magadino, 
Switzerland. Subsequently, X have performed some of her organs works in my 
U.S. concents. A few years later, when she was granted permisssion to 
visit the United States, I was pleased to introduce her to the local 
composers and artists. During the two days of her stay, I found her to be 
keenly interested in the American music scene. She eagerly collected data 
and experiences from which she was obviously deprived Communist-run 
Romania. I can recommend her without any reservation, knowing that her 
stay abroad will widen her horizons and ultimately contribute to world 
peace through the dissemination of the fruits of her experiences in the 
U.S. to her students and musician/colleagues in Romania.
